Be- 
tween the member C and the socket 
piece B a washer, D, Is mounted, and

■crewed on the member C It presses 
the washer I) into engagement with 
the back of the saw blade. 

The saw blfule is secured to the mem- 
ber C by means of a pair of pins, F, 
which pais transversely through thla 
member and the usual holes provide'. 
In the saw blade. The pins are pre- 
vented from slipping out by a retaining 
piece, Oi which is pivoted to swing over 
them. The usual holes in the 
blade are placed at different distances 
from the edge in various makes; but. 
as the slot In the retaining member C 
Is quite deep, these differences will not 
prevent the handle from being secured 
to any blade. Figs. 1 and 2 show how 
the handle may be attashed in align- 
ment aud at right angles, respectively, 
to the saw blade.

PARTNERSHIP FENCES | 

The New Fence Law Passed 
by the Laat Legislature. 

The last General Assembly passed 
a fence law which requires all proper- 
ty owners to construct a lawful 
fence on division line, and if one 
property owner does not build his 
own half of the fence the other may, 
after written notice of three months, 
build the fence end shall have a lien 
superior to all others for the half 
erected by him. 
The law is as follows: 
Be it enacted by the General As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky: ' 
Section 1. That Section 1784, of 
the Kentucky Statutes, be amended 
by adding thereto and following the 
word "and" the cost of erecting such 
fence shall constitute a lien superior 
to all others, upon the land of the 
recusant in favor of the party erect- 
ing such fence, and shall be enforced 
as other liens, so that said section 
1784 of Kentucky Statutes when so 
amended shall read as follows: 

Section 1784. When a division 
fence ia desirable, or is made neces- 
sary by the division of improved or 
enclosed lands, or when no fence or 
division fence exists between the im- 
proved or enclosed lands of adjoin- 
ing owners, or the lands where the 
right of way ia owned by one party, 
either party may, after he has built 
a lawful fence out of planks, rails, 
wire and plank upon his portion of 
the line; but no barbed wire fence 
shall be used without the consent of 
both parties to the fence; and if he 
fails to do so, after three months' 
notice, in writing, may erect such 
fence, and the cost of erecting such 
fence shall constitute a lien, super- 
ior to all others, upon the land of the 
recusant in favor of the party erect- 
ing such fence, and shall be enforced 
as other liens. 

But the provision of this section 
siall not apply where the party who 
erects the fence has received com- 
pensation for erecting his entire line 
or where written agreements con- 
cerning the fencing have been enter- 
ed into. But nothing herein shall 
be construed to conflict with an act 
requiring railroad corporations and 
other persons operating and controll- 
ing railroads and owners to fence 
their right of way and railroad track, 
and to construct barriers and cattle 
guards at certain public roads and 
highway crossings, and to maintain 
and keep the same in repair, and 
prescribing remedies and penalties 
failing to do so. 'Approved Aug- 
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ust fifth one thousand eight hundret 
and ninety two, that no barbed wire 
shall be used by any one in construc- 
tion of a division fence." Approv- 
ed March 20, 1908.

THE BLOOD LINE, 

Most Potent Factor In Telling th. Cor- 
rect 8tory of Descent. 

A drop of the blood of a walrus 
ihowa no rclutiou with a drop of 
whale's blood or of the blood of any 
other cetacean, such as seals or por- 
poise?, whieh, like the walrus, are 
mammals that have taken to the 
eca, says Dr. Willinm Hauna 
Thompson in Everybody's. Instead 
of that, the blood of the walrus im- 
mediately reacts with the blood of 
horses, asses and zebras, thus prov- 
ing that he is an equine that no 
longer crops grass, but goes where 
he can live on an exclusively fish 
diet. Likewise the hippopotamus is 
shown to be B modified fish. 

Where the blood relationship ex- 
ists, but la distant, these r#actions 
are proportionately faint, but whei 
no reactions occur there is no rel: 
I tionship at all. Thus geology ind 
cates that birds are descended froi 
reptiles, and, oddly enough, the 
blood of a bird shows a disti 
though very faint reaction with the 
blood of a snake, but none whatc 
with that of the winged bat or the 
flying squirrel, for these are mam- 
mals. 

On the other hand, the marsupi- 
als, once such a great family, but 
now reduced to the kangaroo, the 
opossum and a small creature in 
South America, have not a single 
blood relation left. As to man, he 
has no relationship to monkeys, bul 
the blood of anthropoid apes' shows 
a very faint reaction with bis. Mean- 
time all the races of man are unmis- 
takably of one blood, whatever their 
color or abode. 

Hence the blood is by far the 
most hereditary thing about 
Neither the shape of the skeleton 
nor the contour of the body nor 
brain, heart, lungs, stomach, intes- 
tines, liver or skin nor even ances- 
tral habits about the great food 
question — how to eat or keep from 
being eaten — are comparable to a 
single drop of blood for telling the 
correct story of descent. All this 
gives a new meaning to the words, 
"For the blood thereof is the life 
thereof." Likewise the old saying 
that insanity runs in the blood now 
wears a scientific look since blood 
and family are so inseparably asso- 
ciated.

City and County Health Officers, 

Hopkinsville, Kentucky, 
Gentlemen: As theresult of the 
inspection of sanitary conditions in 
your city recently made by me, I 
write to ask you to urge the impor- 
tance of having the use of the pri- 
ate sewers discontinued, absolutely 
and forever, at the earliest practi- 
able day. Little River has such a 
slight current and has so many ob- 
structions to its flow, that it is little 
more than,a stagnant pool, and its 
volume of water is so small as com- 
pared with the amount of condensed 
sewage emptying into it constantly 
as to make the contamination not on- 
ly offensive, but dangerous to the 
public health along its entire course 
in the city and country. 

Your people should understand 
that yours is yet a practically tin- 
sewered city on account of the small 
number of connections with the sys- 
tem in either the business or the 
residence sections. My advise 
would be that your Council pass an 
ordinance requiring immediate con- 
nections of all business houses 
and public institutions and of resi- i 
dences in the business sections, with j 
a gradual extension on the principal ' 
and other streets until the work is 
completed. 1 think it would be bet- 
ter and cheaper in the end for the 
city to buy and conduct the plant, 
and it would probably cause less 
complaint from those who will be 
forced to make connections, but this 
is a business phase of the matter 
with which I have nothing to do, and 
1 have no information as to who are 
the present owners. 

This is all of so much importance 
that it may be well for you to call a 
public meeting, including the public 
spirited women, to discuss the sub-

two good men should be detailed to 
make a weekly inspection of surface 
closets, back premises and cellars, in 
order to see that they are kept clean 
and that lime is freely used, especi- 
ally on the fecal matter. The ob- 
structions, weeds as well as brush 
and rocks should be taken out of the 
river.and itshould be made the duty 
of some one of the inspectors to see 
that this work is kept up regularly. 
What I am suggesting will cost 
something, but money will be better 
spent for this than for sickness^ with 
the medical, drugs and other bills 
incident thereto, to say nothing of 
the suffering and loss of time and 
life inseparable from the conditions 
so abundantly disclosed by the in- 
spection. 

Had only time to look at one of your 
dairies, that of Mr. Morris, which 
was found fairly clean, and one 
slaughter house, where the condi- 
tions were so horrible and disgusting 
that it should be condemned and 
closed without ceremony, in the 
name of both health and decency, 
failed to take the name of the owner 
of this place or I would be glad to 
give it publicity. As a result of the 
inspection of the outlet for the Asy- 
lum sewer, and the stream into 
which it flows, I would advise that 
the County Board of Health give 
written notice to the Board of Con- 
trol requiring the construction of a 
Septic Tank at some proper point.

-What 
was begun as an uneventful day of 
forensic orat ory at Murray was 
pregnated with -ume quickening 
tereBt in the trial of Jake Ellis, when 
the Commonwealth declared its pur- 
pose of prosecuting a certain impor- 
tant witnt-ss for the defense for 
trying to intimidate a State witness. 
The day alsu developed a decided 
sensation immediately after dinner, 
when Juii^e Cook summoned the 
grand jury int.. the circuit court 
room and from the bench charged 
that body in inquire into reports af- 
fecting the Circuit Judge and Com- 
monwealth's Attorney. 

Judge Cook said the report that 
he and Commonwealth's Attorney 
Denny Smith, of Trigg county, are 
night riders, had gained so great 
credence that he thought nothing 
less than an investigation by the 
grand jury would tit the case. He 
said it had been brought to his ears 
that fifty witnesses could be secured 
to swear that he had taken the night 
riders' oath and he named three 
men as witnesses who could tell the 
grand jury most about the report.

Two group of tourista 'W«w 
ftanding in the Pitt! palace before 
the large plate of pure Liver Op m 
(chich Finiguerra, the great master 
nf early engraving, had depicted bll 
j lovely "Madonna and Child" in a 
Xtrellised arbor covered with roset. 
An Italian lady was telling hor 
friends in an undertone the charm- 
ing anecdote of Finiguerra and the 
laundress. 

The artist, it seems, in mastering 
the new and difficult art of engrav- 
ing upon metal had acquired a sin- 
gularly keen eye and delicate touch, 
and he also possessed a number of 
very fine and sharp instruments, 
which he used in his work. 

Being a kindly man, he sometimes 
placed both his sure hand and his 
fine tools at the service of his 
friends and neighbors in performing 
for them some of the simpler oper- 
ations of surgery until he acquired 
quite a reputation for his skill in 
doctoring their hurts. 

One day a poor laundress who had 
been washing clothes, in wringing 
out a garment in which a needle had 
been carelessly left, ran it deeply 
into her hand. Worse yet, it broke 
off in the wound, and a part remain- 
ed imbedded in the flesh. She was 
in much pain, and on her way back 
from the stream where she had 
been washing she stopped at the 
house of the artist and was admit- 
ted. 

Entering his studio, she hastily 
set down her wet and heavy bundle 
and held out the injured band, beg- 
ging his assistance. Finiguerra left 
his work to help her and after long 
and delicate manipulation extracted 
L the broken needle. The woman 
thanked him and turned to go, lift- 
ing her bundle from its resting 
place. 

Then he saw that she had set it 
upon one of his engravings. Like 
all others at that time, it was a plate 
of engraved metal, complete in it- 
self and regarded as a single and 
-•Sufficient picture, exactly as if it 
^ad been a painting. 

But as the damp bundle was rais- 
ed the quick eye of Finiguerra saw 
that it had received an impression 
from the engraved picture beneath, 
and his quick mind seized at once 
the suggestion of the possibibty of 
indefinite reproduction from a sin- 
gle original. So that from the kind- 
ness of a great artist to a poor wash- 
erwoman sprang the discovery which 
has placed the beautiful products of 
the engraver's art within the reach 
of all of us today. " •

ti> power by unscrupulous methods? 
This is the Issue raised by the "known 
abuses" to which Mr. Taft refers. 
President's Indictment Against the 
Party. 

In a message sent to congress last 
January, President Koosevelt said: 
"The attacks by these great corpora- 
j tlons on the administration's actions 
| have been given a wide circulation 
I throughout the country, in the news- 
| papers and otherwise, by those writers 
' and speakers who. consciously or un- 
ronsel.msly, act as the representatives 
< of predatory wcalth-of tbe wealth ac- 
| cumulated on a giant scale by all forms 
of Iniquity, ranging from the oppres- 
sion of wage earners to unfair and un- 
wholesome methods of crushing out 
! competition, and to defrauding the 
public by stock-Jobbing and the manip- 
ulation of securities. Certain wealthy 
men of this stamp, whose conduct 
should be abhorrent to every man of 
ordinarily decent conscience, and who 
commit the hideous wrong of teaching 
our young men that phenomenal busi- 
ness success must ordinarily be based 
| on dishonesty, have, during tbe lart 
; few months, made It apparent that 
I they have banded together to work for 
! a re-actlon. Their endeavor is to 
I overthrow and discredit all who bon- 
I estly administer the law, to prevent 
any additional legislation which would 
check and restrain them, and to secure, 
if possible, a freedom from all re- 
straint which will permit every un- 
scrupulous wrong-doer to do what ho 
wishes unchecked, provided he has 
enough money."— What an arraignment 
of the predatory interests! 

Is the president's indictment true'' 
And, if true, against whom was tie 
Indictment directed? Not against the 
Democratic party. _ 
Mr. Taft Endorses the Indictment. 
Mr. Taft says that these evils have 
crept in during the last ten years. He 
declares that, during this time, some 
"prominent and Influential members 
of the community, spurred by financial 
success and in their hurry for greater 
wealth, became unmindful of the com- 
mon rules of business honesty and 
fidelity, and of the limitations Imposed 
by law upon their actions!" and that 
"the revelations of the breaches of 
trusts, the disclosures as to rebates 
and discriminations by railroads, the 
accumulating evidence of the viola- 
tions of the antl-trust laws, by a num- 
ber of corporations, and the over-Issue 
of stocks and bonds of Interstate rail- 
roads for the unlawful enriching of di- 
rectors and for the purpose of concen- 
trating the control of the railroads un- 
der one management,"— all these, he 
charges, "quickened the conscience of 
the people and brought on a moral

you. Republican officials presided In the 
executive department, filled the cab- 
inet, dominated the senate, controlled 
the house Of representatives and occu- 
pied most of the federal Judgeships.

Why No Anti-trust Legislation? 
A few yeara ago the Republican lead- 
ers In the house of representatives 

were coerced by public opinion Into 
the support of an antl-trust law which 
had the endorsement of tbe president. 

but tbe senate refused even to con- 
sider the measure, and since that time 
no effort has been made by the domi- 
nant party to secure remedial legisla- 
tion upon this subject. 

Why No Railroad Legislation? 
For ten years tbe Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has been asking for 
an enlargement of its powers, that It 
might prevent rebates and discrimina- 
tions, but a Republican senate and a 
Republican house of representatives 
were unmoved by Its entreaties. In 
1900 the Republican national conven- 
tion was urged to endorse the demand 
for railway legislation, but its platform 
was silent on the subject Even In 
1904 the convention gave no pledge to 
remedy these abuses. When the prcsi- 
' dent finally asked for legislation be 
i drew his Inspiration from three Demo- 
cratic national platforms and he re- 
ceived more cordial support from the 
Democrats than from the Republicans. 
The Republicans In the senate deliber- 
ately defeated several amendments of 
ferred by Senator La Follette and sup- 
ported by the Iiemocrats— amendments 
embodying legislation asked by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. One 
of these amendments authorized the 
ascertainme.it of the value of rail- 
roads. This amendment was not only 
defeated by the senate, but it was over 
whelmingly rejected by the recent Re- 
publican national convention, and the 
Republican candidate has sought to res- 
cue his party ty-om the disastrous re- 
sults of this act by expressing him- 
self, In a jualified way, in favor of 
ascertaining the value of the railroads. 
Over- issue of 8tock» and Bonds. 
Mr. Taft complains of the over-issue 
of stocks and bonds of railroads, "for 
the unlawful enriching of directors 
and for the purpose of concentrating 
the control of the railroads under one 
management," and the complaint Is 
well founded. But, with a president to 
point out the evil, and a Republican 
congress to correct It, we And nothing 
done for the protection of the public. 
Why? My honorable opponent has, by 
his confession, relieved me of the ne- 
cessity of furnishing proof; he admits 
the condition and he can not avoid the 
logical conclusion that must be drawn 
from the admission. There is no doubt 
whatever tint a large majority of the 
voters of the Republican party recog 
nlze tbe deplorable situation which Mr. 
Taft describes; they recognize that the 
masses have had but little Influence 
upon legislation o 
ministration of the 
they are beginning to understan. 
the cause. For a generation the Re- 
publican party has drawn Its cam- 
paign funds from the beneficiaries of 
special legislation. Privileges have 
been pledged and granted In return for 
money contributed to debauch elec- 
tions. What can be expected when of- 
ficial authority is turned over to the 
representatives of those who first fur- 
nish the sinews of war and then reim- 
burse them soiree out .of the pockets of 
the taxpayers? 

Fasting In Wilderness Necessary. 
So long as the Republican party re- 
mains in power, it is powerless to re- 
generate itself. It can not attack 
wrong-doing In high places without dis- 
gracing many of Its prominent mem- 
bers, and it, therefore, uses opiates In- 
stead of the surgeon's knife. Its male- 
factors construe each Republican vic- 
tory as an endorsement of tbelr con- 
duct and threaten the party with de- 
feat if they are interfered with. Not 
until that party passes through a pe- 
riod of fasting In the' wilderness, will 
the Republican leaders learn to study 
public questions from the standpoint 
of the masses. Just as with Individ- 
uals, "the cares of this world and the 
deceitf ulness of riches choke the truth." 
so In politics, when party leaders serve 
far away from home and are not In 
constant contact with the voters, con- 
arty success blinds their eyes

Why No Tariff Reform?

1 An election Is a public affair. The 
people, exercising the right to select 
their officials and to decide upon the 
policies to be pursued, proceed to their 
several polling places on election day 
and register their will. What excuse 
can be given for secrecy as to the ln- 
tlnences at work? If a man, pecun- 
iarily Interested In "concentrating the 
control of the railroads in one manage- 
ment," subscribes a large sum to aid in 
carrying the election, why should his 
part in the campaign be concealed un- 
til he has put the officials under obli- 
gation to him? If a trust magnate 
contributes $100,000 to elect political 
friends to office, with a view to pre- 
venting hostile legislation, why should 
that fact be concealed until his friends 
are securely seated In their official po- 
sitions? 

This is not a new question; it Is a 

question which has been agitated— a

Democratic Party Promises Publicity. 

How can the people hope to rule, 1/

The Democratic national committee 
: Immediately proceeded to interpret and 
I apply this plank, announcing that no 
contributions would be received from 
corporations, that no individual would 
be allowed to contribute more than 
$10,000, and that all contributions 
above $100 would be made public be- 
fore the election— those received before 
October 15 to be made public on or 
before that day, those received after- 
ward to be made public on the day 
when received,, and no such contribu- 
tions to* be accepted within three days 
of the election. The expenditures are 
to be published after election. Here 
Is a plan which is complete and effec- 
tive. 

Popular Election of Senatora. 

Ke.\t to the corrupt use of money, 
the present method of electing United 
States senators Is most responsible for 
the obstruction of reforms. For one 
hundred years after the adoption of 
the constitution, the demand for the 
popular election of senators, while find- 
ing increased expression, did uot be- 
come a dominant sentiment A con- 
stitutional amendment had from time 
to time been suggested, and the matter 
had been more or less discussed in a 
few of the states, but the movement 
had not reached a point where It mani- 
fested itself through congressional ac- 
tion. In the Fifty-second congress, 
however, a resolution was reported 
from a house committee proposing the 
necessary constitutional amendment, 
and this resolution passed the house 
of representatives by a vote which 
was practi-ally unanimous. In the 
Fifty-third congress a similar resolu- 
tion was reported to, and adopted by, 
the house of representatives. Roth 
the Fifty-second and Fifty-third con- 
gresses were Democratic. The Repub- 
licans gained control of the bouse as 
a result of the election of 1894 and In 
the Flfty-fonrth congress the proposi- 
tion died In committee. As time went 
an, however, the sentiment grew among 
the people, until it forced a Republican 
congress to follow the example set bv 
| the Democrats, and tl:en another and 
I another Republican congress acted fa- 
| vorably. State after state has endorsed 
i this reform, until nearly two-thirds of 
the states have recorded themselves in 
Its favor. The United States senate, 
however. Impudently and arrogantly 
I obstructs tbe passage of the resolution, 
! notwithstanding the fact that the vot- 
ers of the United States, by an over- 
[whelming majority, demand It. And 
till-, refusal Is the more significant 
j when It Is remembered thnt a number 
of senators owe their eleetlou to great 
[corporate Interests. Three Democratic 
, nationnl platforms— the platforms of 
1900. 1004 and 1909— specifically call 
[for a change In the constitution which

The president may personally, 
incline toward a reform; tfie house 
may consent to it; but as long as the 
senate obstructs the reform, the peo- 
ple must wait The president may 
heed a popular demand; tbe bouse may 
yield to public opinion; but as long as 
the sennte Is defiant, the rule of the 
people -is defeated. The Democratic 
platform very properly describes the 
I popular election of senators as "the 
I gateway to other national reforms." 
i Shall we open the gate, or shall we 
[allow the exploiting Interests to bar

! of the federal legislature? Through 
j a Democratic victory, and through a

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to secure this reforar. the Republican 
party, under its present leadership, is 
resolutely opposed to It; the Democratic 
party stands for It and has boldly de- 
manded It.

1 This arraignment Is fully justified, 
j The reform Republicans iu the house 
of representatives, when In the minor- 
ity in their own party, are as helpless 
to obtain a hearing or to secure a vote 
upon a measure as are the Democrats. 
In the recent session of the present 
congress, there was a considerable ele- 
ment in the Republican party favorable 
to remedial legislation; but a few lead- 
ers, la control of the organization, 
desiKjticaHy suppressed these mem- 
bers, and thus forced a real majority 
in the house to submit to a well organ- 
ized minority. The Republican national 
convention, Instead of rebuking this 
attack upon popular government eulo- 
gized congress and nominated as the 
Republican candidate for vice president 
one of the men who shared in the re- 
sponsibility for the coercion of the 
house.
